The  expenditi:re  on  Roads  and  Bridges  for  the  past 
year  has  been  exceptionally  Jarge,  caused  by  payments  on 
m^ny  uncompleted  freshet  contracts  from  last  year,  and  damage 
done  by  freshets  of  1902. 

As  was  shown  in  last  years  Report,  the  payments  on 
account  of  freshets,  amounted  to  $60,326  80.  This  year's  ex- 
penditure is  $71,048  74,  and  there  are  still  some  quite  large 
amounts  to  be  paid  in  order  to  wipe  out  the  disastrous  effects 
of  the  freshets  of  1901  and  1902. 

Most  of  the  bridges  now  being  built  are  of  a  permanent 
nature  and  many  are  covered,  so  that  they  will   last  for  years. 

A  detailed  statement  will  be  found  in  this  Report,  of 
the  expenditure  of  $71,048  74,  caused  by  freshets,  also  of 
amount  paid  on  bridges  under  Act  of  Assembly 2  Edward  VII, 
Cap.  14,  namely  $81,491    69, 

RE  WHARVES — Several  wharves  were  also  carried 
away  and  damaged  by  freshets,  which  necessitated  a  large  ex- 
penditure. 
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We  regret  to  say  the  Dominion  Government  has  not 
yet  recouped  this  Department  for  half  cost  of  wharves,  which 
we  had  reason  to  believe  would  have^  been  done  last  year,  but 
•expect  this  will  be  done  in  the  near  future. 

A  list  of  tenders  for  the  various  bridges  for  which  calls 
^ere  made  during  the  past  year,  will  also  be  found  in  this  Re- 
port, 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  Public  Buildings  and 
Lunatic  Asylum  has  somewhat  increased  during  the  year. 
Some  of  the  ceilings  in  the  Departmental  Building  were  found 
unsafe  and  required  to  be  sheathed,  which  necessitated  quite 
an  expenditure. 

A  great  deal  of  extra  work  was  also  done  at  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  which  will  be  explained  in  Mr,  Quinton's  report. 

LIGHTING  AND  HEATING— The  expenses  of 
lighting  and  heating  the  different  Departments  costs  a  very 
large  amount,  and  some  new  system  of  lighting  should  be  adopt- 
ed. This,  the  Department  intends  taking  into  consideration 
another  year.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  covering  a  sum- 
mary of  the  work  completed  by  your  Department  at  the  Prpvincial 
Lunatic  Asylum  during  the  current  year. 

MAIN  BUILDING 

My  efforts  here  have  been  in  the  direction  of  repairs  to  the 
heating,  cooking  and  plumbing  apparatus. 

The  heating  boilers  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  re- 
tubed  and  a  number  of  rivets  replaced  in  the  large  hot  water  boiler  in 
the  engine  room. 
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In  the  kitchen, a  new  steel  ceiling  has  been  put  up  and  I  would 
suggest  for  the  future. the  use  of  steel  for  ceilings  throughout  the  In- 
stitution whenever  required. 

The  stairs  leading  from  kitchen  to  yard  have  been  rebuilt  and 
new  treads  placed  in  basement  stairs. 

A  truck  pitching  machine  has  been  set  up  in  new  hay  and 
stock  barn  and  truck  and  rope  renewed  on  pitcher  in  main  barn. 

The  engine  and  thrashing  machine  have  been  put  in  good 
shape 

All  outside  sashes  belonging  to  the  building  have  been  painted 
with  twu  coats  of  paint. 

RIXOMMENDATIONS 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  I  set  out  the    urgent    necessity    for 
the  immediate  construction  of  a   cold    storage    warehouse,    the    plans 
for  which  were  completed  by  the  late  R.  C.  John  Dunn. 

The  construction  of  this  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  labor  and 
our  requirements  for  ihe  employment  of  the  staff  in  other  directions,  I 
was  obliged  to  defer,  but  as  it  is  imperative  that  the  work  be  under- 
taken as  soon  as  possible  I  will,  with  your  pei mission,  attend  to  it 
prom[»tly  as  soon  as  the  building  season  opens.    * 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  heating  apparatus  in  the 
East  wing  at  the  main  building  be  put  in  shape  and  that  the  wringing 
machine  and  one  of  the  washing  machines  in  the  laundry  which  are 
twenty  years  old  and  about  worn  out,  be  replaced  by  larger  machines 
of  the  newest  type. 

The  most  pressing  requiiement  at  the  Annex  is  the  erection  of 
a  second  story  on  the  West  wing  (as  provided  for  by  the  original 
plans  of  the  late  Mr.  Dunn)  and  is  most  necessary  on  account  of  the 
over-crowded  conditions  both  in  the  main  building  and  the  Annex. 

Other  requirements  are  bath  tubs,  closets  and  basins  and  as 
referred  to  in  my  previous  Reports,  an  improved  water  and  lighting 
service.  I  would  suggest  in  connection  with  the  former  the  boring  of 
an  additional  Artesian  well  to  be  operated  by  a  wind  mill  pump  to 
deliver  to  an  elevated  tank  and  supply  by  gravity. 

For  the  lighting  service  I  would  suggest  an    incandescent    elec- 
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trie  system  to  be  operated  from  the  surplus  electric  power  at  the   main 
building. 

Two  steam  jacket  cook  boilers  are  necessary  in  the  kitchen  to 
do  away  with  the  inconvenience  of  cooking  large  quantities  of  food  in 
tin  boilers  on  the  range. 

Further  extensions  are  also  required  to  the  farm  buildings  on 
account  of  the  natural  increase  in  stock  and  farm  productions,

For  fertilizing  purposes  I  have  had  opened  on  the  farm   a  deposi 
of  black  mud  which  in  conj unction  with  our    manure    forms    a    valuable 
compost. 

The  yield  of  produce  has  been  fully  up  to  the  airerage  and  of  the 
roots  turnips  made  an  excellent  showing.

The  Department  has  endeavored  to  keep  down  as  much  as 
possible  the  expenditure  on  roads  and  bridges  this  year  so  as  not  to 
exceed  the  eetimatea 
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Many  bridges,  however,  have  given  out  completely  during  the 
past  year,  and  a  much  larger  expenditure  is  expected  in  the  year   1904. 

The  expenditure  on  wharves  on  the  St.  John  River  necessitates 
a  large  expenditure  and  which  has  heretofore  been  borne  to  a  large 
extent  by  this  Doparfcmsnt.  It  is  proposed  to  ask  for  a  special  grant 
for  wharves  throuo^hout  the  Province. 

A  list  of  tenders  for  the  various  bridges  for  which  calls  were 
made  during  the  past  year,  will  be  found  in  the  Ref  ort. 

Some  quite  extensive  repairs  will  be  required  on  the  Lunatic 
Asylum,  as  will  bs  seen  by  Mr.  Quinton  s  Report  in  another  column. 

Thri  expenditure  on  Public  Buildings  for  the  past  year  has  been 
kept  within  the  appropriation.

Sir; 

I  now  boi,^  to  submit  my  usual  annual  report  covering  the  work 
done  umLn*  i\\\  (lir<^r3tio'i  of  your  Honourable  Board  durin<;  the  current 
y^ir  at  tlie  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum,  comprising  new  erections,  need- 
fr'  •  Dairs  and  touching  as  well  upon  recommendations  for  further 
r«     ^     -meuts  for  your  consideration. 

MAIN  BUILDINGS. 

The  new  structure  referred  to  in  my  last  report  to  be  undertaken 
during  tlie  present  year  has  been  completed. 

It  is  a  very  commodious  building  of  brick  and  cemeat   with  ioe 
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house,  meat,  bread   and  other  rooms,   and  fills  a  long  felt   want  for  the 
proper  care  of  perishable  provisions. 

All  work  in  connection  with  this,  other  than  masonry  and  roof- 
ing, was  done  by  the  staff' of  the  institution. 

As  further  recommended  last  year,  the  old  washing  machine  in 
the  laundry  which  was  worn  out,  has  been  replaced  by  a  new  one 
made  by  the  Maasey  Harris  Co.,  which  gives  good  satisfaction. 

The  old  laundry  machine  has  been  placed  in  good  condition  as 
well  as  new  coils  put  in  for  drying  purposes. 

Owing  to  the  accidental  bum  out  in  one  of  the  electric  gener- 
ators, it  has  been  necessary  to  have  an  armature  rewound. 

This  is  the  first  expense  for  repairs  in  connection  with  the  plant 
since  its  installation  five  years  ago. 

The  usual  repairs  necessary  for  the  proper  maintenance  on  the 
building  in  the  way  of  new  ceilings  in  rooms,  plumbing  and  piping, 
have  been  undertaken;  the  expenditure  being  coni^i^ed  to  cost  of 
material  only. 

I  may  here  8tate,^that  owing  to  the  very  large  amount  of  piping 
in  use  at  the  institution,  the  annual  repairs  must  necessarily  be  con- 
siderable. 

Repairs  have  also  been  made  on  the  slate  roof  of  the  main 
building.  A  large  amount  of  new  hardwood  flooring  has  been  laid  in 
the  wards,  and  more  of  this  will  be  placed  as  required. 

ANNEX. 

At  the  annex  a  new  cellar  has  been  made  under  the  old  bam  with 
stone  walls  and  abutments,  and  new  floors  laid  in  root  cellars  and  cattle 
.aheda. 

The  steam  piping  used  in  oonnectlng  with  the  threahing  mfl>nhijii> 
has  been  renewed 

In  the  annex  building  the  roofs  and  ceilings  have  been  repaired, 
and  a  new  floor  laid  in  the  kitchen.  The  building  on  the  Soutbcsm  sk^b 
bas  beeA  repointed  wxtkh  oeameatr  aiid  all  meoeaaary  repairs  mada 
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BECOMMENDATIONa 

On  the  heating  apparatus  m  the  North  wi 


ing,  which  I  referred  to  in  my  last  Annual  Report  as  needing  to  be  put  in 
proper  condition,  I  have  only  been  enaUed  during  the  present  year  to 
make  temporary  repairs,  and  as  it  is  imperative  that  this  be  at  once 
attended  to,  I  will  with  your  permission,  give  it  the  necessary  attention 
as  soon  as  opportunity  will  permit 

A  new  roof  on  the  Power  House  is  a  necessity,  iMid  repairs  will 
be  required  on  the  slate  roof  of  the  main  building. 

Around  the  cornices  of  this  latter,  my  recommendation  is  that 
metal  be  placed  to  serve  as  a  sur^  preventive  against  leakage. 

I  would  also  propose  a  comparatively  inexpensive  change  in  the 
dystem  of  electric  wiring,  which  would  admit  the  placing  <^  a  separate 
electric  switch  to  control  the  lights  in  eabh  apartment  and  which  would 
result  in  increased  economy  in  the  operation  of  the  plant  and  materially 
add  to  the  comfort  of  the  inmates. 

Further  renewals  to  the  plumbing,  as  necessarily  will  want  to  be 
made  from  time  to  time. 

The  matter  of  an  improved  water  and  lightsupply  at  the  Annex, 
to  which  I  drew  attention  in  my  previous  reports,  is  still  in  abeyance, 
and  I  would  be  pleased  to  receive  your  instructions  thereto. 

As  a  new  roof  on  the  West  wing  of  the  Annex  will  be  required 
during  the  coming  season,  may  I  suggest  in  the  interest  of  economy, 
that  the  second  story  of  this  wing  be  at  the  same  'time  constructed  as 
provided  for  by  the  plans  of  the  late  Mr.  Dunn,  and  previously  referred 
to  by  me. 

As  the  bam  accommodation  at  the  Annex  is  still  inadequate 
,owing  to  the  increase  in  farm  products  and  stock,  another  barn,  would 
be  of  great  advantage. 

Proper  poultry  houses  should  also  be  provided  here,  as  those  in 
use  are  hardly  fitted  for  their  purposes.

Gentlemen: — 

I  beg  herewith  to  submit  my  annual  report  with  respect  to 
Agricultural  operations  at  the  Provincial  Lunatic  Asylum  during  the 
present  year.  ^ 

The  usual  amount  of  work  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  adding 
to  the  crop  acreage  by  the  bringing  in  of  new  land,  and  in  this  connec- 
tion a  large  quantity  of  wood  has  been  cut  and  hauled,  and  a  number  of 
drains  and  fences  laid.  These  latter  mostly  along  the  track  of  the  Shore 
Line  Railway,  which  passes  through  the  Annex  farm. 

Some  new  deposits  of  black  mud  have  also  been  opened  up  which 
is  found  of  great  value  in  making  compost. 

The  crop  jrield  has  been  more  abundant  than  usual;  hay  quite  up 
to  the  average,  with  potatoes  and  grain  in  excess. 

I  add  a  statement  of  the  production  for  the  year.

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In  view  of  the  greafc  expenditure  on  roads  and  bridges  in  1902 
and  1903,  the  expenditure  on  uncompleted  contracts  daring  the  past 
year  has  been  larger  than  usual  and  has  caused  a  large  over  expenditure. 

The  expenditure  on  Public  Buildings  has  also  been  largely 
increased,  owing  to  many  improvements  being  made  to  the  Provincial 
Hospital  and  Annex,  as  reported  upon  by  Mr.  Quinton  last  year. 

Quite  a  large  expense  has  also  been  incurred  on  public  buildings 
necessitated  by  many  ceilings  being  renewed  and  furnaces  giving  out. 
The  expenditure  on  buildings  in  connection  with  old  Qovemment 
House  also  necessitated  quite  an  expenditure.  This  was  considered 
advisable  for  the  protection  of  the  property  and  in  order  to  keep 
tenants  from  leaving.  If  left  vacant  the  buildiags  would  naturally  go 
to  decay.

Sir:— 


I  would  respectfully  submit  my  Annual  Report  covering  the 
details  of  the  construction  and  repair  work  done  during  the  current 
year  at  the  Provincial  Hospital  under  the  direction  of  your  Honorable 
Board,  together  with  some  recommendations  for  future  action,  which  I 
h'lvo  tliouoflit  proper  to  submit  for  your  consideration. 
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I  shall  first  refer  to  the  work  completed  at  the 

MAIN  BUILDING. 

The  most  important  work  there  undertaken  was  the  installation 
of  a  Hot  Air  Apparatus  for  the  purpose  of  heating  and  ventilating  the 
northern  wing  in  place  of  an  antiquated  and  defective  steam  heating 
system. 

This  system  consists  of  an  engine,  fan  and  heater,  together  with 
the  necessary  galvanized  iron  pipe  connections.  The  engine  is  a  Buffalo 
single  vertical,  double  acting  size,  6x6  inches,  and  is  directly  connected 
to  the  fan  shaft.  It  is  mounted  on  a  neat  sub-base  and  runs  noiseless- 
ly. The  heater  consists  of  seven  sections  of  Buffalo  sectional  base  fail 
system  heater,  each  section  being  four  feet,  six  inches  long  and  six  feet, 
four  inches  high  and  containing  four  rows  of  pipe   in   staggered   rows. 

It  is  so  designed  as  to  allow  for  expansion  and  contraction  due 
to  variation  in  the  temperature,  and  to  give  the  maximum  heating 
effect  from  the  steam  used. 

Thi5^  heater  is  enclosed  in  a  sheet  steel  heater  case,  securely 
bolted  and  stiffened  with  sheet  steel  connections  from  same  to  fan 
inlet.  There  is  also  a  cast  iron  steam  heater  for  branch  connections 
to  the  seven  bases. 

'The  Fan  is  a  Buffalo  steel  plate  3-4  housing  steam  fan  with 
blast  wheel  71  inches  in  diameter  and  35  3-4  inches  wide  with  inlet 
46  1-4  inches  in  diameter  and  outlet  37  1-4  inches  square.  It  is 
housed  with  heavy  steel  plate,  the  side  sheets  being  No.  10  gauge  and 
the  scroll  sheets  No.  12  gauge  with  blast  wheel  of  No.  16  gauge. 

The  workmanship  on  the  plant  seems  to  be  superior;  the  install- 
ation has  been  done  satisfactorily,  and  thus  far  the  system  is  giving 
every  satisfaction. 

The  apparatus  was  manufactured  by  the  Buffalo  Forge  Com- 
pany, and  was  installed  by  Messrs.  T.  McAvity  &  Sons  of  this  city. 

In  the  Laundry  there  has  been  placed  a  large  three  compart- 
ment washing  machine  and  a  large  sized  centrifugal  extractor.      The 
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woodwork  has  been  renewed  in  one  of  the  old  washing  machines,   and 
some  additional  coils  put  in  for  heating  and  drying. 

A  new  steel  range  of  the  John  Bull  pattern — one  of  the  heaviest 
and  strongest  made  in  Canada — replaces  that  heretofore  in  use  in  the 
kitchen  and  now  worn  out. 

All  necessary  renewals  and  repairs  have  been  done  to  the  Steam 
and  Electric  plants,  notably  the  substitution  of  a  new  feed-water 
heater,  the  replacing  of  tubes  in  the  high  pressure  boilers,  with  inci- 
dental repairs  to  low  pressure  boilers  with  engines  and  dynamos. 

In  the  various  wards  a  large  amount  of  repairs  has  been  made 
to  the  mason  and  carpenter  work,  plumbing  and  heating  apparatus. 

•In  wards  C  and  F  on  the  women's  side  new  birch  floors  have 
been  laid,  repairs  made  to  the  wood  and  plaster  work,  and  the  heating 
apparatus  put  in  an  efficient  condition. 

The  walls  and  woodwork  of  wards  A  and  D  have  been  painted, 
new  floors  laid  in  some  bedrooms,  and  a  steel  ceiling  placed  in  Nurses' 
dining  room. 

The  water-closets  of  wards  A,  D,  C  and  F  have  been  refloored 
in  cement  and  the  plumbing  renewed  therein. 

Repairs  to  the  building  rendered  necessary  by  the  installation 
of  the  new  Hot  Air  plant  have  been  attended  to. 

That  portion  of  the  yard  set  apart  aa  a  place  of  recreation  for 
those  patients  who  are  not  allowed  free  access  to  the  grounds,  has  been 
enclosed  with  a  substantial  fence,  a  new  front  door  hung  at  the  main 
entrance,  and  a  new  floor  laid  down  in  the  front   hallway. 

ANNEX. 

A  very  important  addition  to  the  buildings  of  the  institution  is 
the  hay  and  stock  barn  completed  this  year.  This  structure  is  101 
feet  long  and  40  feet  wide,  with  basement  9  feet  in  depth,  the  walls  of 
which  latter  are  of  concrete. 

From  the  main  barn  extends  an  ell  19x20  feet,  which  contains 
iteam  feed«>oooking  tanks  only,  all  of  which,  as  well  as  the  trough  Aod 
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iftnk  in  the  basement,  are  supplied    with   steam    and    water    from    the 
aimex  building  by  means  of  pipes  laid  under  ground. 

Over  the  stock  entrance  on  the  north  side  is  a  porch,  and  this 
forms  a  covered  connection  with  the  manure  shed,  the  dimensions  of 
which  are  40x40  feet,  while  a  roomy  and  convenient  cattle  stable  it 
especially  fitted  for  the  housing  of  milch  cows.  All  roofs  and  ventila- 
tors of  this  barn  are  of  galvanized  iron  and  this  materially  reduces  the 
danger  from  fire. 

The  kitchen  at  the  annex  has  been  supplied  with  a  new  range, 
i^nd  two  55  gallon  steam  jacket  boilers. 

All  repairs  necessarv  to  maintain  the  buildings  and  plant  in 
proper  and  efficient  shape  have  been  done  from  time  to  time  as  needed. 

RECOM  M  EN  D  ATIONS. 

As  the  masonry  in  the  outside  walls  at  the  Main  Building  has 
received  no  attention  for  many  years,  I  would  respectfully  recommend 
that  it  be  gone  over  and  the  necessary  repairs  effected. 

A  new  roof  is  also  required  for  the  power  house.  It  was  the 
Department's  intention  to  have  built  this  during  the  season  of  1904, 
but  pressure  of  duties  in  other  directions  prevented. 

At  the  Annex  a  roof  is  required  on  the  west  wing  as  set  forth 
more  in  detail  in  my  report  of  last  year.  A  poultry  house  and  piggery 
frill  have  to  be  built  to  replace  the  present  inconvenient  and  dilapidated 
0tructures. 

The  Department  should  also  consider  the  matter  of  an  improved 
iwater  and  lighting  service.  Among  minor  requirements  is  a  washing 
machine  for  the  annex  laundry. 

I  must  acknowledge  the  valuable  assistance  your  directions  and 
jkdvice  have  been  in  carrying  out  the  plans  of  the  Department.

Aorreeable  to  your  instructions  I  i.  j,^^tfully  sulniit  my  report 
of  tin*  building  operations  at  the  Provincial  Hospital  during  the  year 
1905  under  the  direction  of  your  Honorable  Board,  specifyin«j  in  detail 
both  construction  and  re))air  work,  and  embody  in  <:;  certain  reconiuienda- 
tions  for  your  consideration. 

At  the  Main  Building  tlie  niosi.  importiint  work  done  was  the 
extension  of  the  Buffalo  F(ir;;;e  Company's  System  ol*  Heatintjand  Vent- 
ilatin<r  to  the  southern  winir.  This  svstem.  the  installation  nf  which  in 
the  northern  wincr  vou  authorized  last  seivson.  has  nrnvfd  so  satisfactory 
that  the  Medical  Superintendent,  Dr.  An*;lin,  ft*lt  Justitit-d  in  recom- 
mendincr  its  further  adoption.  The  contract  has  been  siitisfactorily 
completed,  and  the  entire  i)Iant  fully  meets  its  nM|uirenifnts. 

With  this  system  liave  been  placed  two  small  automatic  pumps 
for  pumping  condensed  water  from  the,  coils  isi^d  in  connection  witli 
the  fans.     The  use  of  these  pumps  causes  a  mat«M*ial  saving  in  tuel. 

The  basement  ward,  known  as  No.  7,  has  been  thoroughly  over- 
hauled and  fitted  with  hardwood  floors  and  steel  ceilings.  The  j>laster 
has  been  renewed,  and  the  walls  and  ceilings  painted. 

In  W^ird  No.  1  hardwood  floors  have  been  laid:  new  doors  hung, 
the  plumbing  renewed,  steel  ceilings  placod,  the  jjlaster  repaired.  an<l 
entire  ward  painted. 

The  woodwork  and  plaster  in  No.  2  Ward  have  also  been  re- 
paired and  repainted. 

On  the  main  doors  of  several  of  the  Wards  new  locks  of  a 
standard  pattern  and  similar  to  those  used  in  other  Hospitals  ha\e  Immmi 
placed. 

The  room  formerly  used  by  the  seamstresses  has  been  converted 
into  a  general  Dining  Room  for  employees,  refltntred  in  hardwood, 
furnished  with  a  large  pantry  with  sink  j)ipt  d  Icr  hct  and  cc;ld  water 
aud  repainted.

All  repairs  iieeessarv  to  keep  the  steam  and  »*lectrie  j)laiits  effi- 
cient and  the  |)liimhinLr  in  irood  order,  have  heen  effected. 

The  exterior  of  the  building  has  also  received  considerable  at- 
tention, a  steel  roof  beint^  placed  on  Wards  1  and  2,  the  cornices  repair- 
hI  and  r(!])in'nted.  and  the  slat(*  re.nowed  whenever  n<H*essary.

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  upon  the  Agricultural  opera- 
tions of  the  Provincial  Hospital  during  the  season  of  h)05. 

Under  my  direction  the  staff  and  inmates  have  brought  in  and 
have  now  in  readiness  for  next  season's  planting  about  20  acres  of  new 
land.  This  is  well  adapted  for  both  root  and  grain  crops,  and  when 
culti>ated  cannot  fail  to  increase  our  yield  very  materially.  The  usual 
amount  of  fencing  and  draining  was  undertaken. 

With  respect  to  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  crop.  I  w^ould 
»ay  that  the  potatoes  were  struck  with  blight  quite  early  in  the  season, 


IS 
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and  rt   considomble  quantity   rotted   after   being  placed    in   the  cellar. 
TIh*  reinaindi>r  of  tlie  nnit  crop  was  a  g(^>d  average  one. 

I  inay  add  that  altlunicrh  our  land  is  generall}'  well  adapted  for 
tlie  growth  of  grahi  and  root  crops  other  than  potatoes,  we  have  very 
little  land  suiUible  for  raising  these  latter.
